At thg risk of being criticizsed for
harping toe much on one M
want to talk a little more about these

high prices, Everybody else is talk-
ing about them, and everybody seems
to have an explanation. Soms ‘psople
have two or three espiecs, There is
soom Yor little doubt that things cost
frem a quarter to a half more than
they did a few vears agzo. Whatever

difference of opinion there may be as
to the cause, there ix none as to this:
f£act. Prices are going up: we can pay
them or go without the m::::ixjn.t as
we please. The sellers gen malin-
an attitude of lordly indifference
&g to which we do. We can give up
meat and live on beans and ground
chestnuts, #f we want to—beans and
chestnuts are not so cheap as they used
to de—but if we're going to eat ieat,

. there ‘tis—and they'll let us have
it in exchangea for our greenbacks, at
mbout weight for weight.

One big railroad man says it's be-
cause the farmere don't know their
Pusiness =and aren't raising as  big
erops as they might. Perhaps there's
something In this. But, do you know,

would feel if I should set out to teach
him the fundamentals of the raiiroad
ba=iness It's a durned sight easier to
=it on a fence and itell the other fellow
Bow to manage either o farm or a rail-
read than It is to manage it ursalf.
I don't know enough about ra =
to run & handcar on a gravel track:;
but I've forgoiten more about real
farming than any rtailroad president
in thess United States ever knew. So
has any other farmer who has haen
onr the job for a gehecation. 1aps
we aren’'t getting out of our farms all
the produce and all the ts we
might. I can well =uspect it; but I'd
be surer of it if I heard it from one
resl farmer than from seven railroad
directors.

Ancther man says it's the tariff.
Again, that may have something to
do with it. T am not inclined to be-
Heve 1t, just because Boliticlan Dusen-
berrv =avs so, however. He doesn't
rs~ally know any more about It than I
do—angd that's very little, They haven't
any tari up in Manitoba to speak of;
certainly not our tariff. That stops at
the Dominlon border. A mnewspaper
. Paul has just been compar-
prices charged for nscessities In
Winnipeg, the capital of Xanitobs,
with those ch d for simlilar goods |
in the two United States cities of
Et. Paul and Detroit. Almeost inva-
riably the Canadian prices on wun-
tariffed things are higher than thoss
this side of the llne. Bautter, for in-
stance, which rung from 28 to 36 cents
south side the frontier, Is 40 cents in
Winnipeg: eggs, which vary from 34
to 40 cent= in St. Paul and Detroit, are
45 cents In Winnipeg; potatoes are
from 5 to 15 cents higher in the Deo-
minion city; milk = from two to
three cénts & quart dearer; chickenns
oost from two to elx cents a pound

represented a profit to the feeder, Now
represents a loss to him, Therefore,
getting tired of paying out good money
for the sake of producing beef for
somebody

which once made pasturage are grow-
ing up to woods again, and, local com-
petition thus out of the way, the west-
érn, meat men are enabled to charge
what. they please in the serene conti-
dence that people must pay or go
meatless.

For this state of things the western
packérs are directly and deliberately
responsible. When they invaded the
Eastérn markets they set to work to
drive the local butchers, doing local
business with home-grown medts, out
of the race. They went at it cunning-
Iy, by bamboozllpg the consumers, sO
far d4s possible, into the belief that
Western was better than New England
heef. They were cunning, too, in ap-
pealing to the universal love of a bar-
gain. They were as unscrupulous and
ruthless in their attacks on the busi-
ne=s of the local dealers as they were
cunning in their appeals to customers,
Theyv resorted to all the triecks of un-
derselling and cut-throat competition
in wilech their lrger capital gave them
the advantage. Then, having destroved
the native production of beef, and hav-
ing driven the local dealers in home-
grown meats from business, thus se-

curing « free hand, they proceeded to
do just whut -they had evidently in-
tended from the outset, viz. to boost
prices.

-

Now, | don’t want to be understood
as sayving that this is the only causé
for the high cost of meats. Buy it
certainly is one cause, and a mightr
effective one, too. So far us jt availls,
the only remedy for it is in a renewal
of the logal meat-raising Industry.
And how is that going to be possible,
when the packers' club is still In com-
misslon, swinging high over the head
of any man who shall presumoe to seil
eastern meats, and the packers' bot-
tomless purses are open to buy, bribe
or bully customers away from him?

The consumers have their own share
in the responsibility, which ought not
to be lIgnored. They have allowed
themselves to be duped into making a
“fad" of western beef. That the best
Chicago beef s better than the poorest
Eastérn beef nobody need question
That heifer or steer beef from animals
of meaty-builil and habit is better than
beef from old, worn-out, di=enrded
dalry cows of the Jersey styvle of arch-
iteciure nobody need guestion. That
properly kept and ripened beefl is
sweeter and tenderer than meat which
wis on the hoof yesterday and is om
the table toidsy nobody necd guestion.
But It Iz not truc, never was true, and
is never going ito De true that any
western beef is better than that from
quickly fattened young animals of a
£0od beef breed, rai=ed, butchered and
properiyv ripened rpight here in New
England. If meat consumers would
sustain local meat producers, one step

more; beef ebout a cent more; pork
from two to &ix cents more; and so
on. 'The paper states that it ls quite!
‘“the thing” for Winnlpsggers to come
ever to St Paul to buy clothing, as
they rcan get £ enough cheaper to
more than pay the raiiroad fares, whila
furnlture !=s admitted by the Winnipes
dealers themeelves to be “axceptionally
high as eompar=d with other cities™
Such things as this malke me doubtful
about Anding the high price nigger In
the tarlit woodpile.

Another man says it's the trusts,
And. aguin, there may be something
in thi=. My sympathies are with the
“trust-busters" every time, apd I
should rather like to sea the trusts
convicted of almost any orime which
would result in thelr abolition. But it
fsn*t omnly trust-prodoced stuff which
i= high mnd T can’t for the 1ife of me
e=a how tha sugar or lumber trusts
can bs held responsible Yor the simply
eutragecus price of clover ssed.

I don't know what makes all the
high prices, nor even most of them,
3t I think I know one thing which
%as hel and {s helping to make meat
'!‘1:3!1. m golng to offer it as my Indl-

val contribution to the continent-
=18e controverss.

Twenty-five years ng: & d many
of the farmers in this vicinity were
maising besf as well as mutton for the
market. Tt was a regulor line of busi-
nmess with them a&nd paid fairiy well,
s farming peys in other directions.
Ther would raise or buy up stock of
ths meat-making breeds, fatten them,
and s=c]l them allve to the butchers,
Right here comes in the Muminating
fact: they used to get, then, about as
much per hundred welght for their beefl
end mutton on the hoof as they can
got for it todey. Tt cost them Yor the
grain and labor needed hardly half as
mgj” it costs today. The fatted
anim

would be taken towards the reinvigor-
atlon of n local industry which would
at least tend to reduce the shortage
in the meat supply.

The big meat men say they have to
charge higher prices for dressed meats
because they have to pay the farmers
more for stock on the hoof. How true
this may be in the matter of bheef I
don’t personaliy know. but. so far
mutton and lamb are concerned I
know that it Iz absolutely false, I've
been for & numbeér of vears in  the
business—as one slde-line—ol selling
Jive lnmmb and muiton. 've sold when
the price for the Jdresszed meat charged
by my meat-dealers was about one-
half what H ix now, and I wnas noi of-
fergd one cent a hundred more for my
live sheep and lambs, last winter. by
dealers, than T was during that ernz of

Iow=-priced cuts. What's going on else-
where I Jdon’t know, but speak for
local conditions, with me. The G
buyérs won't offer me any more for
my flock during these high prces

than they used to pay me when they

sold the dressed meat for little over
hall the money., To say that I am
responsible for the high cost of mut-
ton and Ianmb is ridiculous. So far as
I hear from others, T am Inclined to
believe that It Js just the same with
beef, but T can't speuak of Lthat from
personal knowledge. Hogs atre lgh,
as well as pork, and the hog

farmer seems o bhe gettinzg & -
ble share of the gain., I'm glad of it.
The man who has to raise hoges for a
livinzg ought to get good money, It's
worth it

But when the meat men undertake
fto tell the public that they're not a bit
gullty 'and that it's the greedy farmer
from Wayback Corners, ete., who =
really responsible for all the altitude
in the meat prices, then I get right
up on gy agricultural ear. *“‘Tain't
